Detachment in the chosen position, and then awaited 
the arrival of the enemy, it being quite out of my 
power, from the party of Troops aud magnitude of tho 
Convoy, for me to act otherwise than on the defensive. 
About half-past 5r.m. the enemy were observed 
to form and advance to the attack in ono dense mass 
—when about nine hundred yards distant the two 
six-pounders opencd vpon them with beautiful pre- 
eision and effect, on which tho enemy separated into 
three distinct columns and advanced to the most cuol 
and deliberate manner, with the evident integtios

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From this fime the combined offorts of the Enemy 
were directed to all points until about 10 Pp. mw. without 
their gaining one single advantage (to which time, 
from the commencement of the attack, an incessant fire 
was thrown in upon my Detachment) when they were 
finally and completely dispersad. 

On the commencement of the attack the Enemy 
sere aaid to number 2,500 Horse and Foot, and during 
the engagement they were joined by two strong re- 
inforeements, when, from the information J subsequent. 
ly gained, the numbers cannot be estimated at less 
than five thousand men. 

Tie loss on the part of the Enomy must have been 
very considerable, as sixty-four bodies and six or seven 
Horses were Icft dead on the field; and [have every 
reason to suppuse that from the time of their retreat, 
till a little hefore daybreak they were amployed in 
removing their killed and wounded who did not fall 
in the immediate vicinity of my position.—I atn led to 
this conclusion from the circumstance of numerous 
moving lights having been seen throughout the night, 
and also from the reports of the inhabitants of the 
eountry. On being repulsed, the Enemy withdrew to 
the left bank of tho Turnuck and moved off about day- 
break on the morning of the 30th, since which I have 
been unable to gain any information relative to their 
movements, except that it is currently reported that 
they have all disporsed. 

l cannot omit to mention the ready obedience yield- 
ed by the Wing of the 38th when ordered to cease 
firing at a time when they were exposed to a heavy 
fire, a measure which was rendered temporarily neces» 
sary ; after the order was given nota shot was heard 
until again ordered to commence, thus affording the 
most convincipg proof of their steadiness and attention 
to the commands of their Officers. 

T have much pleasuro in expressing my entire ap- 
probation of the conduct of tho Kuropean and Native 
Commissioned, Non-Commissioned Officers and men of 
the Dotachment, and in order that you may be in full 
possession of my sentiments on this point, I ber to

An Act for factlitateng the collection of the Revenue 
of Government and defining the titerest intended 
to be conveyed hy public sales for the reatization 
of arrears of the Public Revenuc in Puticedurree 
Estates, 

I, The Regntations in force autbor'ze 
the application of duress for enforcing tne 
payment of arrears of the public revenue, 
only against the person and property of the Contract- 
ing Lumberdar, leaving him to proceed against the 
Puticedars by suit or distraint. But with reference to 
the peculiar nature of these Coparcenaries the existing 
euactments appear to be insufficient on the one hand 
fur the protection of the rights of the Putteedars, and 
on the other haed for the punctual realization of the 
dues of Government. ‘Phe Regulations are also defi- 
cient in not authorizing with sufficient distinetness the 
sale or transfer of the Puttoes of defauiting Puttoedars 
in Putteedarree Estates, and in not defining the inter- 
ext, intended to be conveyed by public sales of such 
Iostates. 

Il <A Putteedarree Mstate in this Act is held to be 
an Estate which consists of two or more separate 
portions or Puttees, or of which there may be pro- 
prietors, possessed of separate properties and holding 
direct of the Goverument, but not parties in their own 
names to the contract with the Government for pay- 
ment of the public revenue. The proprietor who is a 
party in his own name is called a Lumbordar, and tho 
proprietor who is mot a party in his own name is 
called a Putteedar. 

III. It is hereby enacted, that the following modes 
of duress may be enforced against all Putteedars 
whore tenure and interest may bave been deflaed by 4 
Settlement formed according to Regulation VII. of 
1822 as modified by Regulation 1X. of 1893, whether 
every such Puttsedar-be im sole occupation of hie 
Puttee, or hold it in common with others.

And it is hereby enacted, that the sale of auy 
Puttee by public auction, shall be effected in respect 
to the notice to be issucd, the authority to be obtain- 
~1, and the made of conducting the sale according to 
the rules prescribed by Law from time to time for the 
sale of an entire Mehalj, and the Puttee after the sale 
shall have been duly confirmed shall be the absolute 
property of the purchaser, save and oxcept the rights 
of those Ryots whose right to the permanent occupan - 
cy of their lands may have been recognized, and the 
rates of rent payable by whom may have been adjusted 
and recorded at the last settlement. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that tu case of the 
lease or other temporary transfer of any Puttee as 
abeve said no membor of that Puttee shall be entitled 
to cultivate any land therein during the term of such 
transfer, or in case of absolute sale no member of the 
Puttee shail be entitled to hold or cultivate any land 
thercin from and after the month of Bysack next suc- 
ceeding euch sale unless the said member of such sold 
or transferred Puttee shal! first exceute a written en- 
gagement to pay ront to the purchaser or transferrec at 
the rate demanded by the purchasor or transferree. 
Provided that it shall be competent to the Collector, 
subject to the orders of the Commissioner and the 
Sudder Board of Revenue, if the rate cannot be fixed 
by private bargain between the parties to cause the 
same to be fixed by a jury of the vicinage in the mode 
directed by Sections V. to X. Regulation IX. of 1833. 

VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that a copy of the 
Jumma Wasil Bakoe and dotgiled Kuteonee of the 
Tehsildar signed and sealed by him, and countersign- 
ed by the Canoongoes and Putwarry, exhibiting in 
detail the amount paid by and arrear due trom each 


Puttee shall be taken to be sufficient evidence of the 
arrear due from that Puttee, and these papers shall 
invariably be filed with the Collector's proceedings. 

IX. And be it enacted, that the Collector be 
empowered to give possession to all purebasers and 
trunsferrees under this Act in the mode anthorized by 
Clause III. Section A XIII. of Regulation VII. of 
1822. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall bar the indefeasible right of 
Government to hold the entire body of proprietors 
and the entire estate responsible for the amount of the 
whole Jumma, and to enforce the existing regulations 
fur the transfer or sale of the whole estate whenever 
it shall appear to them just and expedient. In every 
such case it is hereby declared in modification of 
Regulation X}. of 1822, that the enire proprietary 
rights of every member of the Coparcanary shal! be 
annulled and forfeited, and the provivion of Section 
VII. of this Act shall be applicable to every member 
of the Coparcenary. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Governor 
General in Council may extend the provisions of this 
Act to any district to which with reference to the 
hature of the tenures prevalent therein its extension 
may be expedient, although no Settlement of such 
district. may have been made under Regulations VII. 
of 1822, and 1X. of 1888, and the Order of Gavern- 
ment ahall be auificlent authority for such: extension.

1. Woereas by a Statnte page.

The following Act passed by the Right Ion'ble the 
Governor General of India in Council on tho 5tbo 
July 1841, is hereby promulgated fur genera) infurma- 
tion.

An Act for consolidating and amending the Regu- 
dations concerning Military Courts of Hequests for 
Native Offtcers and Soldiers in the Service of the 
East India Company. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that all Regulations 
and parts of Regulations concerning Military Courts of 

ests are repealed ; provided always that nothing in 
this Aét contained shall be held to alter or affect the 
jurisdiction of a single Officer duly authorized and ap- 
pointed under the Rules ia force in the Madras and 
Kombay Presidencies for the trial of small suits in 
Military Bazars at Cantonments and Stations occupied 
by the troups of those Presidencies reapectively, or the 
trial by Punchavet of suits against Military persens 
according to the Rules in force under the Madsas Pre- 
sidency. 

Il. And it is hereby enacted, subject to the afore- 
said proviso, that within the territories of the East 
India Company actions of debt and other personal 
actions against Native Officers, Soldiers and other 
persons amenable to Articles of War for tho Na- 
tive Forces in the Military Service of the East 
India Company, or residing within any Svation 
or Cantonment, and carrying on any trade or busi- 
nessina Military Bazar, chall be cognizable before 
a Military Court and not elsewhere, provided tho 
value in question shall not execed 200 Rupees, and 
the defendant was a person of the description above 
mentioned, when the cause of action arose, and whicn 
the suit was instituted. Provided that no suit shall 
be bronght before any Military Court under this 
Act to determine any dispute of caste or concerning 
any right to real property. 

TTI, And it is hereby enacted, that the Command- 
ing Officer of any Station or Cantonment, or Officer 
commanding any portion of Troops in the fleld, is 
authorized to convene such Military Courts. And 
such Courts shall be composed. according to the 
orders of the Commander in Clief for the time 
being of the Vresidency within which the Sta- 
tion or Cantonment is situate, or, in the absenee of 
such orders, according to the discretion of the Con- 
vening Officer, either of not less than three European 
Commissioned Officers, or of not less than three Na- 
tive Commissioned Officers, and, in the latter case, 
with an Europeau Officer of not less than five years’ 
stunding, to superintend and record tho proceedings. 
Provided thatif there be not a sufflvient number of 
Officers to constitute a Court at the Station or Can- 
tunment where any cause of action may arise, or 
where the defendant may be residing, the suit shall 
be determined at the nearest Station or Cantonment 
where a Military Court can be duly constituted as 
aforesaid.

the usages observed on trials before Courts Martial 
held for the Native Troops inthe service of the 
East India Company as far as the same are app'icable, 
And any such Court shall have the like power of sum. 
mouing Witnesses as jis possessed by Courts Martial, 
Provided always, that every euch Court shall lave the 
power of examining the partics to any suit and of 
requiring or dispensing with their attendunce at its 
discretion. And every such Court shall have the 
like power of taking the examinations of alsent pare 
ties and witnesses as is porsessed by the Civil Courts 
of the East India Company, andor Act No. VII of 
1841, provided that the depositions taken under a 
Commission isgued by any Military Court of Requests 
shall be receivable in evidence before any such Court 
snbsequantly held; Provided also that Cotumiasters 
may be issued by Military Courts of Requests under 
this Act pursnant to the provision aof No, VII. of is4i, 
notwithstanding the Courts to which the Commissions 
may be directed are not situate beyond the jurisdic.

signed by the Members of the said Court. And auch 
record or a copy thereof shall, with as little delay as 
is practicable, after the eanclusion of the proceedings, 
be transmitted by the European President, or Super- 
intending Officer of every anch Court to the Officer 
Commaniing the Station or Cautonment.

The following Act passed by the Right Hon'ble the 
Governor General of India in Council on the Sth of 
July 1841, is hereby promulgated for general informa-

An Act for consolidating and amending the Reau- 
atrons concerning Military Courts of Requests for 
Native Offcers and Soldiers in the Service of the 
Fast India Company. 

I. Tt is hereby enacted, that all Regulations 
and parts of Regulations concerning Military Courts of 
Requests are repealed ; provided always that nothing in 
this Act contained shall be held to alter or affect the 
jurisdiction of a single Officer duly authorized aud ap- 

ointed woder the Rules in foreo in the Madras and 
mbar Presidencies for the trial of small suite in 
Military Bazars at Cantonments and Stations occupied 
by the troops of those Presidencies respectively, or the 
trial by Punchayet of suits against Military persons 
according to the Rules in force under the Madras Pre- 
sidency. 

Ii, And it is hereby enacted, subject to the afore- 
said proviso, that within the territories of the Taat 
India Company actions of debt and other personal 
actions against Native Officers, Soldiers and other 
persons amenable to Articles of War for the Na- 
tive Forces in the Military Service of the East 
Indla Company, or residing within any Station 
or Cantonment, and carrying on any trade or busi- 
ness ina Military Bazar, shall be cognizable before 
a Military Court and not elsewhere, provided the 
value in question shall not exceed 200 Rupees, and 
the defendant was a person of the description above 
mentioned, when the cause of action arose, and when 
the suit was instituted. Provided that no suit shall 
be brought before any Military Court under this 
Act to determine any dispute of caste or concerning 
any right to real property. 

IL. And it is hereby enacted, that the Command- 
ing Officer of avy Station or Cautonment, or Officer 
commanding any portion of Troops in the field, is 
authorized to convene such Military Courts. And 
such Courts shall be composed, according to the 
ordera of the Commander in Chief for the time 
heing of the Presidency within which the Sta- 
tion or Cantonment is situate, or, in the absence of 
such orders, according tu the discretion of the Con- 
vening Officer, either of not less than three European 
Commissioved Officers, or of not leas than three Na- 
tive Commissioned Officers, and, in the latter case, 
with an European Officer of not less than five years’ 
atanding, to superintend and record the proceedings. 
Provided that if there be not a sufficient number of 
Officers to constitute a Court at the Station or Can- 
tonment where any cause of action may arise, or 
where the defendant nay be residing, the suit shall 
be determined at the nearest Station or Cantonment 
where a Military Court can be duly constituted as 
aforesaid.

prevess for such contempt and shall remain in quch

An Act for appropriating the unclaimed Divi- 
dends on Insolvent Estates. 


1. Whereas pursuant to the Orders of the Court 
for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors, divers sums on 
Yccount of unclaimed Dividends on Lnsolvent Estates 
have from time to time been paid by the Assignees of 
uch Insolvent Estates into the hana of the Accountant 
General and Sub-Treasurer of the East India Com- 
pany with the privity of the Accountant General 
of the said Inaolvent Court, tothe credit of the matter 
of auch Insolvent Estates respectively ;—and whercas it 
is expedient that in the event of the claim being esta- 
plished tu any demand whereby any Dividends may 
accrue within a reasonable time, such Divide.ds 
should be divided among such of the Creditors of such 
Jnsolveut Estates as shall bave established their claims 
against such Estates respectively. 

It is therefore enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 
said Court of Insolvent De'sors ta the oveat of no

An Act for extending in cases governed by Eng/ish

cases governed by English Law for injuries to the 
Real Patate of any person deceased, committed in

V. And it is hereby onacted, that it shall be 
lawiul forthe parties ia any action ot toformation, 
after issue joined, by consent and by order of any 
of the Judges of the said Courts, to atate the facts 
oftheess ,intheform of a special cane, for the 
opinion of the Court, and toagres that a judgment 
shatt be entered tor the Plaintiff or Defeucant, b

VI, Anditia hereby enacted, that the name of

An Act for appropriating the unclaimed Divi- 
dends on Insolvent Estates. — 


I. Whereas pursuant to the Orders of the Court 
for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors, divers aums on 
account of unclaimed Dividends on Insolvent Fatates 
from time to tlme been paid by the Assignees of 

fPoch Insolvent Estates into the hands of the Accountant 

General and Sub-Treasurer of the East India Com- 
pany with the privity of the Accountant General 
of the said Insolvent Court, tothe credit of the matter 
of auch Insolvent Estates respectively ;—and whereas it 
is expedient that in the event of the claim being esta- 
blished to any demand whereby any Dividends may 
accrue within a reasunable time, such Dividends 
should be divided among such of the Creditors of such 
Insolvent Estates ag shall have established their claims 
against such Estates respectively. 

It ia therefore enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 
said Court of Insolvent Debtors in the event of no 
claim being established whereby the right to any Divi- 
dend has acerned or may thereafter accrue within eix

waking any such division as aforesaid a Statement 
shali be published three times in the English language, 
and also ion one or more native languages in the Offi- 
cial Gazettos uf the respective Presidencies, which 
Statement shal! contain the names of all parties in res- 
pect of whose claims Dividends are reserved, together 
with the amount of such claims respectively, and shall 
specify whether any former Dividend or Dividends 
have been received in respect thereof, and whether any 
proof shail have at any time been made of the debt 
whereby any Dividend may have accrued. Provided 
always that this Act shall not authorize the division 
of any Dividend except where no person shall at any 
time have substantiated any claim to the debt in respect 
of which such Dividend may have become due.
